Provogation of Parllament,

The English Parllament was prorogued on
the 81st 01 July,  With the sesalon that ended
©Ou that day the Parhamentary Conasdiution of
1832 expired also, and the new House of Qom-
mons will be elioted by ditferent constituencies
from those which elected ail that have gone bes
aore, The Zimes remarks that Y'as the remsira-
tion bas not yet beguw, the Government is con-
vontidDally enlitled to pssume thay the new
constitusnocies will return a majoricy of its sup-
porters.”

Buot nobody seriously belleves this, and while
it wonld vot have been possivle at any time
durmg the Jate session to have procured Lhe

¢ o o vote ol want of contidenre, suoh a
vole will undoubledly paes enrly in the nexl
session. The session just ended was s stircing
oune, apd the Congress at Washington did noc
surpasy it In the ready twputation of upsorthy
molivea and the undignited pehiavior of not 10o
sortipulond politicians. The retirement ot Lord
Derby ocoarred withiu a few days ater the open-
ing ol the season, and Mr, Disraell was rewarded
with the place for which be bhad long and so zeal-
ously Inbored,
